realize that there damned few of us left. I note a number of reports com. 
ing in here,for example, giving the time ecording to the 24 hour clock, 
using such terms as “verie"™ Q5A-5-R-9 etc. Just out of couriousity, I 
passed them around among the staff. Out of fourteen people, including 
four licensed operators, only the chief engineer and myself even had any 
ides what the reports were. for,what they wantedg anc what they meant. | 

Briefly fellows, when writing to radio stations these 
days,you'll. have to realize that there are only a few of the old-timers 
left who know wheat you.mean or what you want. Hundreds of radio station 
managers,chief engineers, and almost 100% af radio station office help, 
cannot tell time by the "24 hour clock",and them never heard of "DX" or 
any of the terms associated therewith. You'll have to write so this new 
crop of radio personel will realize that you heard station XXXX on a 
certain date, at a certain time(Standard Time at XXXX) and that you would 
like a card or letter proving that you Gid hear the station. 

I found the ignorance of radio terms so complete that 
I have started a few short classes to teach our own staff members what 
it means when I say that KRPL operates on 1400 kilocycles with a power 
of 250 watts. They don't lmow--or some of them. dontt,at any rate,

Now you members can see why 
the NRC CPC have not went out sand arranged DXes upon DXes just for the 
sake of having DX programs. They concentrated upon the daytime stations 
and those hard to hear along with keeping in mind as to how many reports 
a station would reccive. They did not go out and arrange DXes which had 
to continually fight an all nighter on the same channel. This did occur 
now and then, but it wasnt too often end was-tried. to be kept away from 
as much as possible. Your CPC will continue that policy you can be sure, 
They may not have a lot of DXes, but what they have will. be good ones.
